1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary to defray town charges for the ensuing 
year and make appropriations of the same. 

3. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for the repairs of high- 
ways. 

4. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for culverts, bridges, and 
general expenses. 

5. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for oiling roads. 

6. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for maintaining camp 
roads. 

7. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for winter highways. 

8. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for Town Poor. 

9. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for a Public Nurse, to 
be employed by the Red Cross Organization. 

10. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for public Libraries and 
where it shall be expended. 

11. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for street lighting in 
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the villages, Sanbornville, North Wakefield, East Wake- 
field, Wakefield, Union, and Woodman. 


12. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for the proper observ-- 
ance of Memorial Day. 

13. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to hire such sums of money as may be 
necessary to pay Town bills in anticipation of taxes. 


14. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for State Aid roads on 
a joint account with the State. 


15. To see if the Town will vote to raise and’ 
appropriate the sum of $543.16, the State to contribute: 
their share, $2172.65, for Town maintenance on Class. 
5 roads. 


16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $125.00 to the Lakes Region 
Association of N. H. for the issuance and distribution 
of printed matter and newspaper and magazine adver- 
tising calling attention to the resources and natural 
advantages of the Town, in cooperation with other 
towns in the Lakes Region. 


17. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $100.00 to be paid to the 
Sanbornville Fire Department, also a like sum to be 
paid to the Union Fire Department. 

18. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $150.00 for the building and 
maintenance of a hockey and skating rink. 

19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $100.00 for the control of 
Pine Blister Rust. 

20. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $25.00 for the purchase of a 
marker to mark the first meeting house in Wakefield.. 

21. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $1500.00; the State furnishing 
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the balance, to complete the Province Lake Road to 
the Maine Line. 

22. To see if the Town will vote to lease the 
Old Town Hall at Wakefield Corner to the Parish 
Helpers for a period of fifteen years at the rate of 
$1.00 per year. 

23. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $2000.00 for the rebuilding of 
the so-called Saw Mill Bridge, the State to expend a 
like amount. 

24. To transact any business that may legally 
come before said meeting.

WHITE PINE BLISTER RUST CONTROL 


White Pine Blister Rust control as conducted in 
this town during 1940 by the State Forestry & Recre- 
ation Department and the Federal Bureau of Ento- 
mology was a part of a nationwide program of protect- 
ing white pine growth from a bark disease, which, 
though not spectacular, represents a very serious 
menace to this tree if not controlled. Throughout the 
northeastern states, where white pine is especially 
important, counties, towns, cities, and individual own- 
ers have cooperated with State and Federal agencies. 
In the Far West, upon the National Forests and hold- 
ings of large lumber companies, Blister Rust control is 
recognized as a necessary practice in growing white 
pine. Recently, the Federal Government reaffirmed 
and emphasized the need of White Pine Blister Rust 
control by the passage of.an act authorizing financial 
assistance to such states as are carrying on control 
measures. All towns and their citizens are strongly 
urged to cooperate with the State and Federal gov- 
ernments in their efforts to maintain control of this 
destructive disease.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board of Wakefield: 

I herewith submit my fourth annual report as 
superintendent of schools. 

Democracy is challenged today as never before. 
Church, school and home form the triangle on which 
our safety rests. The triangle is a rigid figure and 
used much in the construction of foundations of 
heavy structures. If any side is imperfect the founda- 
tion gives way and the structure falls. 

Homes and churches should be very active in 
building characters for worthy citizenship. Our im- 
mediate task lies in the schools in which teachers 
work so many days each year. We have comfortable 
buildings and good materials in a land at peace. We 
should do much. People in European lands are dying 
and the children growing up in ignorance. The child- 
ren of America must save the world for Freedom 
and Democracy. 
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We must train for sound bodies, so we teach 
health lessons, we provide healthful conditions and 
outdoor playgrounds, and we have nurses and doctors 
to check up and correct defects. We appreciate the 
skating rink for winter exercise. 

We must train for mechanical skills for trades 
and industries. Our immediate defense program is 
calling loudly for workers with intelligent manual 
ability. It would be very wise to introduce some 
Manual and Domestic Arts work in our grammar 
schools, seeking to train hand as well as mind. 

We must train for governmental tasks, so we 
have classes in History and Government and discus- 
sions on Current Events which are very much alive 
in these days. We have clubs and parliamentary 
procedure. We argue and discuss, as people should 
in a Democracy. We try to train for future citizen- 
ship and worthy office-holding. 

We must train for the finer arts, so we have 
music and drawing and poetry. We sing patriotic 
songs, we salute the flag and we try withal to appre- 
ciate the fact that our home country is free and 
prosperous because others struggled and worked and 
suffered for us. 

We must teach scientific knowledge of plant and 
animal life and the laws of nature about us, so we 
have nature lessons and science lessons and try to 
understand the new ways of living and working. 

America marches on! What shall be her fate? 
The children must take over in the near future. 

We are fortunate to have the same corps of 
teachers that we had last year. The school work 
moves well. 

The health work is in the care of Mrs. Irene Jones, 
the Red Cross nurse. Her report is included in the 
Red Cross report. 

School property is kept in good condition. A new 
boiler and running water with flush toilets have been 
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installed at the Sanbornville Grammar School. East 
Wakefield schoolhouse has been repainted and put in 
good condition. It would add much to the attractive- 
ness of the town if the school yards could all be 
beautified with shrubbery. Many summer visitors 
would appreciate this, and children would profit by 
the artistic beauty. Work of this kind has been 
progressing at Union. Why-not at other schools?
